DR. KOESSL: The witness, Karl Ullrich, can make statements con- 
cerning the front units of the Waffen-SS, that they fought within the Army 
and that they received the same orders as the units of the 'rmy. Due to 
his long front duty with different groups of the Waffen-SS in posts from 
company commander to division commander, he is a very good witness to 
prove that the Waffen-SS did not use any criminal combat methods and 
that they regarded the general rights and principles of war, He also can (1) 


state that the front line troops did not know of the extermination of lives,

Q Witness, when did you enter the Reserve Troops and with what units 


did you serve wack the beginning of the war? 

1 On the 8th of January 1934 I entered the Reserve Troops after 
previously having visited the S3 Junkerschool at Braunschweig and I served 
from then on in the Engineer Iroops of the 55 as platoon and company 
commander. 

Under whom was your unit during the occupation of Austria و‎ the 


Sudetenland and Prague? 


A My battalion was in all three campaigns, under the Army, 


© Did you bring a lot of loot, (captured material) home from thes

campaigns? 
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A We did not bring any captured equipment or loot home, That was 
especially cmtrolled at the Border Control where every single one of our 
vehicles was checked for non-military items. 

O With what unit and with what rank did you gmumeckiex come to the 
front? 

A I entered the Polish campaign with the reserve toops of an engineer 
battalion, as company commander, 

Q Did a reserve group of the engineer troops stay at home? 

A No, only a small group remained at our Caserne or billets. 

Q4 Did you have no reserve troops with your own troops?

In 1939 I was in the Polish Campaign; 1940 the French Campaign;

Ra _. MR. TAYLOR: Since I presume it is merely to identify the 


witness I see no objection to the introduction or non-introduction in 


the recorde 
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© What was your duty at the end of the war. 

A At the end of the war I was commander of the 35 Armored Division 
Vicking. 

© Did the Waffen-SS in these campaigns fight as a single unit or in 
what relation was it to the Army? 

A From 1939 until the capitulation we were never used as an individual 
or independent unit but always were under the Army. 

Q Did you have knowledge of any special orders from the S3 to you or 
to your superiors in the Waffen-SS, orders which were different from those 
of the army, concerning different methods of fighting and also different 
treatment of civilians or captured enemy men? 

A The Waffen-SS was part of the Cerman Ground Forces and were under 
the orders of the Army, as was every other army unit, Therefore the treat- 
ment of all prisoners, wounded, and civilians, was the same as it was 
throughout the German Army. 

© Was there no difference between the fighting methods of the "affen- 
SS and of the Army? 

A There was no difference. In the SS was the Elite and the SS con- 
Sisted mainly of volunteers, men who volunteered to participate in this 
fight in an important position. 

© Could you tell us why many supposed there were different methods 
of fighting used by the Waffen-SS? 

A As I stated before, these men in the Waffen-SS were largely volunteers 
and men that streamed into the Waffen-SS the beginning of the war, Also 
when we entered combat, the officers and non-commissioned officers who had 


been together in peacetime entered combat together. For a time the Waffen- 


SS was not enlarged and we therefore were a closed unit - a closed group Aj | 
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and a cooperative group, Every member of the Waffen-SS believed in the 
necessity of this war which we all thought was forced upon us, Therefore 
all members of the Waffen-SS saw in this Job the fulfillment of their duty 
even though we knew quite often that our own lives had to be given, 
Could it be that this fighting spirit of the 55 could have been 

the cause of mistreatment or different treatment of civilians or enemy 
prisoners of war? 

^ JI know of no such cases. All prisoners and enemy wounded that 
fell into our hands were treated as human beings, according to the laws 
of the Geneva Convention which were known generally, 

Q Do you mean to say that no mistreatments whatsoever took place? 

A I don't want to say that. No, I want to say that due to the long 
war and the hardships, some mistreatments or not correct treatment might 
have occurred. But whenever such a thing became cnown, these cases were 
taken care of by a General Court Martial, 

Q Do you know of any orders against humanitarianism and do vou 
know of any incidents? 

A I do not know of any such incidents against human decency and 
against human rights but I would suppose that such things did happen at times 
during this long war. However, whenever these cases became known they were 
dealt with by Courts Martial, 

4 Did you hand over any prisoners of war to the SD? 

A No. The prisoners were first delivered to 8 lc, that is ow 
interrogation units with the division, and after that they were sent depending 


upon orders from the army headquarters, to the collection points in the rear 


by our military police.

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Q Did you of the Waffen-SS cooperate or work together with the SD? 

A In the organizations I worked in, as well as in my own divisions, 
I never heard or saw of any cooperation or wak with the SD. 

Q Do you know of the so-called Commissioner Order, 

A Yes, the Commissioner Order became known to us shortly before the 
start of the Eastern Campaign but it practically was never carried out, 
When we received our prisoners they usually had no rank designation what- 
soever and it was impossible to judge a commissioner from the other 
prisoners, Also we thought it was impossible to give troops the right 
io shoot certain prisoners of war without any trial or without any 
interrogation whatsoever. We thought it to be against human rights and 
also against all disciplinary ideas of the army. 

Q How was the relation of the troops, that is the battle troops, 
with the civilian population as far as such a relation existed? 

۸ The population usually got scared when they heard the name 5 
but they changed very fast since most of our men Were decent fellows 
and they became known to the population rather fast. 

© Why do you think the population got scared when they heard the 
term SS? 

A As far as I know I would say a huge scare campaign or propaganda 
was directed against us and we of the Waffen-SS did not see the point 
in it. We were not acting as this campaign pictured us acting. 

0 You mean to say that the name of the Waffen-SS was made a fearful 
object by enemy propaganda? 

A Yes. We found out from prisoners that their officers had told them 


that there was no pardon with the Waffen-SS. We did not have any orders 


ame.‏ ر 
like that and that was purely enemy propaganda, ( |‏ 
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© Did the Waffen-SS without any reason destroy villages or kill 
Civilian population? 
A Without war necessity no destructions were made and no civilians 


were wounded or killed. In fights for villages, of course, part of them 


were destroyed at times and civilians, that is the population, were hurt 
and killed, However, whenever possible we tried to clear these villages 
if they were within the battle area and transport the civilians to the rear. 
© Was this civilian population taken to Germany as slave labor or 

how far did you take these civilians back? 

The civilians were only transported out of the immediate area of 
fighting, that is between 3 and 15 kilometers. 

Were you used with troops to fight partisans? 

A The divisions and دام‎ which I participated in or was a member of 
never were used for anti-Partisan warfare, 

O Did you come in any connection with partisans? 

A There were no partisans on the front and  whenever.we were for a 
short while behind the lines then no partisans were apt to fight us since 
we were in a massed formation, 

Did no single attacks happen either? 

A The only attacks on us were those upon our replacement units coming 
up from the rear and I personally came into closer touch during a retreat 
of 1944 with a single case - one of our battalion officers and his staff 
were attacked - but that was only a single case. 

© Had you heard that anti-partisan activity of the army was only a 
camouflage against the destruction of certain parts of the population? 


A As far as we of the front line units knew of some of these anti- 


partisan activities of battles in the rear we always considered a military 
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necessity. In the year 1943 I believe it was, I personally met at the 
Field Headquarters of the Reichs Fuehrer, the Chief of the anti-partisan 
trOops and there 1 was shown on a huge map of Europe what large areas were 
being eliminated by partisan troops and how Security Divisions and Guard 
Units such as Police Regiments were used in those areas for protection. 
What were you told in that office or in that section concerning 
the anti-partisan battle? 

I was told that the battle was necessary in order to keep the re- 
placement road open to keep replacements coming. 

O How come you came to this office even though you didn't have anything 
to do with the anti-partisan battle’ 

A I was on a furlough and I only visited this headcuarters because 
I wanted to visit an old friend from peacetime who was chief of Section LA 
in this anti-partisan headquarters, 

Q You also were for a while in an armordd division Todtenkopf, or 
Death Head? 

A Yes. 
© Did you ever see any duty in a concentration camp or did you ever 
visit one? 

A I was transferred to the Totenkopf or Death Head Division in 1941 
after the Yugo Slav Campaign and at that time the Division had nothing to 
do any more with concentration camps. I personally never did visit an 
concentration camp. 

Q Did you personally never come into any connection with concentration 


camp inmates? Did you never see anything of them: 


7 
A I saw inmates in 1935 and 1936 and 1942. In 1935-1936 near Dachau (4 
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which worked outside of the camp and in 1942 in Bavarian Alps during a furlough. 
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© Did you not ask these inmates concerning their life - concerning 
their activities? 

A I attempted to ask an inmate in 1942 why he was in a concentration 
camp but he just told me he wasn't allowed to give me any information. 

© Did you as an SS Eeader not have the power to give him an order, 
or at least to give one of the guards the order that he should answer you’ 
They were guard units with whom we did not have any connection, 
we of the front line units. I also asked the leader of this guard unit 

too 
and he/refused to give me any answer, 

Q Were you in uniform at the time when you asked him, with all 
your decorations and so on? 

A Yes I was in the uniform of 3 Sturmbannfuehrer, wearing the 
Ritterkreuz. 

Q Did you never hear anything of the extermination camps, especially 
the murder of Jews in these extermination camps: 

A We did not hear or know anything of extermination camps and ex- 
termination of Jews. We were out on the front all the time and our leaders 
and our men did not have any information. 

© Did not any SS men connected with guard units of these concen- 
tration and extermination camps tell you of any of the things that were 
happening at the home front? 

A The men that came to us as replacements came to us as men and we 
did not ask them about their past experiences and what they had seen. We 
were not too interested in what was going on back there, 

© What did you hear during the war of the so-called Einsatzkommnandos 


or command groups of the SD and the Security Police? 


/ 
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A Of course we knew and we heard that there were police and security 
units away in the rear, That of course we knew was a necessity. Vhat 
they actually did we did not know and we did not have any information 
concerning them, 

C The Prosecution presented a document showing that also units or 
men of the Waffen-SS were used in such an Einsatzkommando or Special Task 
Force. Did you, even &s Division Commander, not hear of anything con- 
cerning these transfers or use of men? 

Firstly, no men were ever transferred out of those units where I 
served for such a reason and secondly I never heard of any such thing. 

Did you meet Himmler or get together with Himmler at all during 
the war? 

A Yes. I got together with Himmler in the winter of 1941. In 1942 
Himmler visited our Death Head Division. In 1942 I visited his Field 
Headquarters; in 1943 he came to us in Karkhov and in July of 1944 I once 
again visited him in his Field Headquarters, 

© Did Himmler during his visit of the Division or during your ۷ ے‎ t 
to him, give you any orders, that is battle orders? 

A No. He could not give us any battle orders since wax we were a 
part of the Army and received their orders. 

© Did Himmler have no order power at all’ 

A Yes, in personal relations. 

© What was the reason of your visit to Himmlef? 

In 1941-1942, that is in the winter, and in 1943, Himmler only 
visited us for his own personal orientation. In 1942 I went over to 


Himmler's field headquarters on my way to & furlough since it was much 


easier to go through this field headcuarters and in July 1944 I was // 
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received by Hitler personally for the presentation of the Eichenlaub to 
the Ritterkreuz, 

© Were you, in other words, during the entire war in front units 
without any interruption? 

A With the exception of furloughs I was with front divisions and 
corps of the '"affen-SS, 


DR. KOESSL: I have no further questions,

Q What is your age, please?

© You became a member of the SS in January of 1934, is that right?

A In 1931, 
Q You of course joined both the Nazi Party and the SS voluntarily, 
did you not?

A I don't know when the name Waffen-SS was first used, 
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Q In your experience in the Waffen-SS I think you told us that 

practically everyone in it had volunteered’ 
Before the war, yes. 

O Even during the war and up to the end, practically all the members 

of the Waffen-SS, hadn't they volunteered for this Elite organization? 
I know that since 1943 drafted men were entered in the SS. 

© The number of drafted men was very small was it not? 

A I never had anything to do with this reinforcement cuestion. 
/Ihether these men were volunteers or drafted we didn't care, as long as 
they came, 

© In any event those men who served with you and under you in the 
Waffen-SS did so willingly and were not attempting to transfer out of the 
Waffen-SS were they? 

A There were deserters that did not want to serve with us, 

Q But you didn't have many deserters in the Waffen-SS did you? 

A Noe 

Q So that everyone who served with you, except a few deserters, 
were doing so voluntarily and willingly, were they not? 

A Te war duty was a necessity for Germany. “Whether they wanted to 
or not they had to stay. 

0 Will you answer my question - I think you can answer it yes or no. 

A Way I request that the question be repeated. 

© So that everyone who served with you, except a few deserters, were 
doing so voluntarily and willingly, were they not? 


A I cannot answer that question. 
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You heve told us that you are an old time member of the Waffen-SS 


and you are telling the Commission that you know all about it and yet 


you tell me you can't answer that question? 
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A During the war I did not find out the answer to that question. 
That was outside my information. 

Q There were a lot of things you did not find out during the war, 
weren't there? 

A That is what I needed, to fight, and I found out. 

© You told us that all the SS men considered that the war was ab- 
solutely necessary. Did I understand you correctly? 

A Yes. 

Q And from what day had all the SS men considered that this war was 
absolutely necessary? 

A Since the beginning of the war. 

Q By that do you mean since September 4٤7 

A Yes. 

Q You had been active in the SS from 1934 on. Had it been part of your 
duties to educate members of the SS in the political philosophy that the war 
was absolutely necessary? 

A No, 

Q Actually that was done in the SS was it not, if not by youby some- 
one else? 

A Wem were taught that we had to be strong in order not to be attacked. 

Q Why was it you considered the attack on Poland absolutely necessary? 

A We hoped until that date thatwe went over the border that that 
war could be prevented even though according to our newspapers and reports 
we received that Germans by the Poles were being manhandled and murdered. 


Q Why did you consider the attack on Czechoslovakia absolutely ne- J

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A The occupation of Czechoslovakia in our opinion was an occuration 
which had been decreed upon by the chiefs of the States of Czechoslovakia 
and Germany. 

Q I shall pass into another subject. You told us believe that when 
the SS arrived in any particular locality that the population were very 
much afraid, is that right? 

A Yes. 

Q And that was because of the reputation ofthe 33 as a terror organi- 
zation, wasn't it? 

A We never terrorized. I always say that it was the propaganda that 
described us as bad even though we were not. 

I do not mean to say that the SS ever terrorized. I merely asked‏ نب 
you if that was not the reputation that the 33 had, perhaps due to the‏ 
propaganda,but nevertheless they had that reputation?‏ 

DR. KOESSL: May I object. By this means cf Questioning it seems 
to me that the prosecution only wants an opinion ofthe witness. That could 
be found out actually by what the witness said already. 

MR TAYLOR: I think the question is proper if t hdritness is able 
to answer from his own knowledge and information he has had. He has 
testified that the people were scared in the comunity in which they moved 
in,and after they were there awhile theywouldchange their mind .

A I can not answer that, 

© Do you know, Witness, that the SS was largely responsible for the 
Roehm Purge in 1934? 

A At the time of the Roehm Purge I. was a member of the political 
disposition squad,and the entire battalion was on furloughat the time. 
We always returned to (/ Hp a unit,and arrived in LL qum the lst 
of July when the entire thingwas over,so I personally had nothing to do 


with the Roehm Putsch. 





I do not intend to indicate that you had anything to do with it.‏ لا 
l merely asked you if you did not know itwas carried out by the SS?‏ 

A I can not answer that question. 

Q You were very close to Himiler, were you not. You met him a 
number of tines? 

A Yes. 

Q Are you familiar with the Himmler book "The SS as an anti-Bol- 
shevist Fighting Organization," and published in 1936? 

A I do remenber the title,and I am lmost certain Ifead it,but I 
do notsay, if I might suggest, today that I remember what itwas all about. 

Q The reason I asked that, Himmler in 1936 was able to answer the 
last two questions which you have been unable to answer. In order to 
refresh your recollection I would like to read on page 29 of the book 
Himuler's statement. Ian quoting this:" I know that there are many people in 
Germany who become sick whenever they see these black coats. We understand 
the reason for this and do not expect we shall be loved by the many." Does 
not that sound as if Himmler at least thought that the SS had the reputa- 


tion thro ughout German yas being a terror organization in 1936? It 
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& Very well. When yàu met Himmler in 1943, was that at Karkov? 

A I personally did not see him in 1943 at his headquarters. 

Q Did you attend, or did you hear about the contents of a speech made 
by your friend Himmler? 

, € What speech of Himmler's? 

Q Just a minute. 1 shall give you the date. At Karkov in April 
1945? 

4 lat that time personally was at the front with my battalion,and I 
only saw Himmler when he visited the Regiment OP, and for that reason was 
ordered back to the Regiment OP,and only said "Hello" to him, 

Q You said that this bad reputation of the SS in Eastern territories 
was due to enemy propanga, is that correct? Did you consider at that time, 
or co you now consider Himuler an enemy propagandist? 

A No, 

Q Let me read you what Himmler said on this subject in that speech 
I quote:We have only one task to stand firm and carry on the racial 
struggle without mercy." Then several lines: "I will now say again 
something which I have already today said to men elsewhere, We will never 
let theexcellent record of dread and terrible reputation which preceded us 
in battle for Krakov SR bii will constantly add a new meaning to it, 
They can pond what they like in the world, the main thing is that 
we are the eternally loyal, obedient,steadfast and unconquerable fighting 
mera of the Germanic people and of the Fuehrer,the SS of the Germanic 
Reich." For the record that is document No. 1919-PS, and the basis of 
those two statements of your friend Himmler. Would you say that the re- 
putation of SS both in Germany and in occupied territories as being a 


terror organization was completely justi fied?

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A No. I think this phraseology already stated and we take the meaning 
that we went out to do our duty to win this war,and I can not see what con- 
nection it couldhave, or couldbe with criminal activities. May Yask a 
Que s tion? 

Q No, I am asking the questions. When Himmer said,"The dread and 
terrible reputation which precedes us in battles," does that sound like 
anything to do with terror organization? 

A That might sound like it. 

Q It does sound like it, doesn't it? 

A Yes. 

Q You told us that the SS was an "elite" organization. What do you 
mean by that? 

A First of all I mean by that by saying that the SS was organized in 
the beginning with men who had to meet a certain physical classification, 
and that also they were both in ideals and their wishes good Germans. 

Q Did you need an elite organization to guard the concentration 
camps? 

A My unites and the reserve units would never guard any concentra- 
tion camps. 

Q 1 am asking you if you needed an elite organization to guard 
content ra tion camps? 

A Yes. 

Q Am did you need an elite organization to run the murder factories 
of Auschwitz dming and other concentratioh camps? 

A No, no elite needed there for that.

A In my troop, in my corps, yes. 

Q I am asking yo about the entire WaffenSS,did you know most of the 
higher ranking officers in the Waffen SS ? 

A A large part, yes,but they were many and most of them I did not know. 

Q So you never even heard of the Einsatz £roups? 

A No, nct before the surrender, I did not hear anything about it. 

Q It might be interesting to know that a member of the SS, a private, 


had heard of them as early as 1941.

Q Now do you think that Himmler, your chief,did make a speech to the 
officers of the SS, the Leibstandarte SS, kan Adolf Hitler Kela them 
that truth? 

A Yes, I believe that,surely, 

Q You maintain that never have you heard anything about the cooperation 
between the Einsatz SS and the Police troops in the Polish campaign? 

A Yes, I stili maintain it. 

Q Very well.  Nowl would like to read you an excerpt of this speech 
made in Metz, document PS-1918,USA 304. I will give you the "German" text 
on it; " Very frequently the member of the Waffen SS thinks about the 
deportation of this people here." He is talking about the deportation 
of people in Alsaace and in the Ruhr. "These thoughts came to me today 
when watching the very difficult work out there performed by the Security 
Police, supported by your men, who helped them a great deal. Exactly the 
same thing happened in Poland in weather 40 degrees below zero,wherewe had to 
haul away thousands, ten thousanis, hundred thousands; where we had to have 
the toughness - you should hear this but also forget it again immediately - 
to shoot thousands of leading Poles, where we had to have the toughness, 
otherwise it would have taken revenge on us later." Then, "You will gladly 


admit,in many cases it is much easier to go into combat with a company >

on. No officer you knew told you about this? 

A No, I never heard of anything like that. 

Q Very well. From what time were you the leader of the Viking 
Division? 

A From October 1944.

BY M. MONERRAY: 

Q Yes, when he was the leader.

A The corps of the division was the Regiment Germania, which was taken 
out of the basic unit Das Reich, and transferred to the division later on, 
Since that time I did not have anything else to do with this unit.

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I believe that was in June - the end of June 1940. Then we once again were 
in France, I believe fron December 1940 until March or April 1941.

Q Did you met any officers of the division Das Reich during the 
year of 1944? 

A During my furloughs during 1944 I met one that was the leader 
or chief of the Division Das Reich, who at that time was in the hospital in 
Dresden wounded.

A That was sofar as I remember in August 1944. 

Q Did he tell you about the military activity or operations of his 
division in France? 

A He spoke of the part of the fight he had in France during the inva- 
sion, and that at the tim when he left the division he was pretty well 
shot to pieces already. 

Q Did he tell yo about the military operations of his division in 
south andeentral France? 

A No. 

Q You told us this morning that until the end the Waffen SS were 
under the Army or Wehrmacht? 

4 Yes, 

Q But you forget, don't you, that after 20 July 1944 Himmler took 


over the direct command of the Waffen SS, didn't he? 


A No. 
Q Have you been in Posen during the Polish campaign?

Q Now do you comsider this orderas right and decent? 

A I do not consider this order as beingright.

4 These commissioners, and political company commissioners were sol- 
diers of the Red Army, just as well as any others. Secondly, these offi- 
cers were the guards of the attack,and guards of resistance of the Red 
Amy.  Thirdly, the troop or uhit would not be peraitted to shoot anybody 
at will of these persons.

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tence as follows:"In order to suppress those machinations from the beginning, 
right on the first occasion, the strongest means have to be employed to 
ensure the authority of the occupation forces and to prevent further 
spreading. Here also has to be considered that a human life, in those 
countries affected, often doesn't mean anything,and a deterrent effect can 
only be achieved by extraordinary strength. As atonement for the life of 
one German soldier a death-penalty for 50-100 commnists must be generally 
considered as proper."? 

A No, I do not know that. 

Q Were you not only under the high command of the army,but also under 
Himmler,the chief ofthe SS? 

A We were technically only under the army, only the army. 

© In all connections? 

A Insofar as personnel orders were concerned. It was Himmler who could 
make the orders,and that took care of our sttlement of men and material; 
in this case we were not under the army.
